Valley Railw ay People— An “In­ 


terview with Lots of Ginger 


In it— Mr. Baker Talks. 


Mr. R. H . Baker, presid en t of 
th e T rin ity and Brazos V alley rail­ 
way, h a n d e d to the press y ester­ 
day an interview on the subject of 
the “ cut-off” projected by the H. 
& T. C. railway from Mexia to 
N avasota. 
T he p u rp o rt of Mr. B aker’s ex ­ 
pressions is th at th e Southern P a­ 
cific railw ay w ant a m onopoly of 
the tonnage to the gulf; or rather 
th a t they wish to retain the mo­ 
nopoly th a t they have. 
Mr. Baker th in k s that the H. Ar 
T. C. railw ay does not really need 
or desire the “ cut-off,” but th a t it 
is a stock-m arket play, intended 
to h am p er the T rin ity and Brazos 
V alley people. 
He says: 
“ This sudden activity 
on 
the 
p art of the C entral road does not 
m ean it will construct this line, 
but its 
object is to prevent the 
financing of the T rin ity and Brazos 
Valley to the gulf. 
It m ay be in ­ 
teresting to them 
to know they 
have failed in their object, for the 
line has been financed; we have 
the m oney to build it, a n d th a t at 
once; contract has been let, con­ 
struction under w a y .’’ 


M r . B aker further intim ates th a t 
th e C entral people are not in e a rn ­ 
est about building the line. 
He 
further says: 
“ It. however, is only 
recently 
th a t the H ouston an d Texas C en t­ 
ral has announced its 
plans, 
and 
not alone through the press of the 
State and 
throughout the E ast, 
b u t all along the line in hastening 
m en on the field, ordering supplies 
w ith which 
one

scarcely 
feel a tru n k line would 
be 
built. 
T h at is, relaying steel 
when 
new 
steel could he had 
for im m ediate 
d eliv e ry .’’ 
Mr. B aker continues: 
“ If the

right of way knows th a t for twenty 
years they

miles of 
track paralleling its own line with 
a cut-off th at would save some­ 
thing less th an seven miles between 
Mexia and Navasota.

through 
Groesbeeck, 
Calvert. 
H earne, B ryan and

points; b u t it would , seem 
they 
desire what is 
term ed a cut-off, 
sp ending som e .$2,000,000 to save 
seven miles. 
T he E agle does not believe th a t 
the people of B ryan need be ner­ 
vous through any fear of th e Cen­ 
tral deflecting its m ain line to the 
proposed “cut-off.”

ness begins to be felt and a sense 
of uneasiness pervades the scene. 
Birds cease their song and 
hasten 
to their nests

other as at twilight, grasshoppers 
cease their chirping, and even the 
flowers have been known to 
close 
their petals as at twilight.
